AN ACCOUNT OF THE NUMBER OF PROSECUTIONS AND 
CONVICTIONS, 

Under the Lottery and Little-Go Acts, in Ireland, during the last two Years, 
distinguishing last Year, and specifying the Sums of Money paid on 
account of the same, and to what Persons. 



IT appears, that there has been but one Prosecution and Conviction within 
the above period in Ireland; which was adjudged on the 7th May 1818, 
against George Wheeler, Keeper of a Lottery Office in Dublin, upon the 
Complaint and Information of Edward Howes, for effecting an Insurance in 
the Lottery, contrary to the Provisions of the Statute 57 Geo. Ill, cap. 31, 
§ 34 ; upon which Conviction, a Penalty of 50/. was levied upon said George 
Wheeler, and subsequently paid to said Edward Howes, pursuant to the 
directions of the Statute.
